Dubuque;  Impress  on 
First  Road  Trip. 


Wartburg  will  play  a  seven- 
;.tme  Ibotball  schedule,  mcetii^ 
ite  same  opponents  as  they  did 
jihuri'fall.  Five  conference  games 
are  included,  two  of  which,  the 
Buena.  Vista  and  the  Upper  Iowa 
lilts,  will  bo  played  in  Waverly. 
The  conference  track  meet  will  be 
held  at  Indianola  on  May  19~2G, 
with  Dave  Chadwicic,  Waitburg 
senior,  defending  his  dash  cham¬ 
pionship. 

Change  in  Eligibility. 

The  new  cli^bility  rule  states 
liat  a  transfer  student  need  only 
ornplete  one  semester  of  residence 
'  ork  at  an  Iowa  loop  college  in 
Older  to  become  dibble  for  in- 
•ollegiale  comiwtition.  The  pre¬ 
vious  ruling  required  a  full  year’s 
leddence  before  the  athlete  be- 
■  .line  eligible. 

Twelve  schools  of  the  confer¬ 
ence  wore  represented  by  a  coac.h 
and  a  faculty  member,  these 
schools  being  -Wartbui-g,  Dubuque 
'■  Upper  Iowa,  Columbia.  Luthr 
•1.  Buena  Vista,  St.  Ambrose, 
Simpson,  Penn,  Parsons.  Iowa 
'iVcileyan.  and  Central.  Western 
Union  sent  only  its  coach,  Coach 
Drury.  Wai-tburg_  was  represented 
by  Coach  McKinzie  and  Prof. 
Clellevold. 


In  the  opening  debates  of  the 
year  Wartburg  college  divided 
two  decision  contests  wiOi  Du  - 
buque  university  here  Tuesday 
evening  and  held  a  decided  edge 
in  five  non-decision  debates  of 
Columbia  college  Thursday. 

The  opening  victory  of  the  year 
was  counted  by  the  Wartburg  neg¬ 
ative,  composed  of  Raymond 
Kronberger  and  Charles  Schmitz, 
over  the  two  Spartan  speakers, 
Colber  and  Scheele.  The  Wart- 
bui'g  affirmative  at  the  same  time 
lost  a  very  close  decision  to  the 
Spartan  negative,  trailing  83  to 
94.  Edgar  Nodurft  and  Martin 
Lecseberg  supported  the  Orange 
and  Black  standard  while  Wal  - 
thMs  and  Nagel  were  the  victor¬ 
ious  Dubuque  U.  representatives  , 
Mayor  Leonard  H.  Racker  and 
Attorney  Aiben  L.  Young  were 
the  judges  in  these  contests.

This  single  volume  Is  written 
from  a  conservative  Lutheran 
point  of  view,  but  does  not  dis¬ 
parage  other  Christian  views.  In 
writing  this  text  the  author  has 
kept  in  mind  religious  problems 
of  the  junior  college  student  as 
well  as  those  of  the  advanced 
iayman.  ‘‘Principles  of  Christian 
Faith"  had  its  inception  eight 
years  ago  when  the  author,  an 
English  and  Bible  instructor  at 
Texas  Lutheran  college,  Seguin, 
Texas,  felt  the  need  for  a  volume 
designed  to  meet  present  day  stu¬ 
dent  problems. 

During  the  past  three  years  tlie 
material  contained  in  this  264- 
page  volume  has  been  presented 
.  by  the  author  in  lecture  form  to

Prudent  Braulick  spoke  befoi'e 
the  sbideat  body  iu  convocation 
on-  Monday,  Dec.  S,  discussing 
what  is  said  in  Rev.  3:7  about  the 
church  at  Philadelphia. 

"There  is  not  a  single  word  of 
censure  or  aiticism  in  this  letter 
to  Philadelphia,"  said  President 
Braulick,  pointing  out  that  dtis 
fact  distin^ishes  this  congrega¬ 
tion  the  others  in  Asia  Minor. 
"This  congregation,  the  lowliest 
and  meanest,  i-eceives  only  praise”. 

For  centuries  this  city  was  noted 
for  its  poor  people,  but  in  God's 
tvord  it  is  noted  for  rts  faithful¬ 
ness.
